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Without The Grace Of An Apology 
GERMANY obviously is becoming again what 
It has been before—a chess piece in inter­ 
national power politics. 
The game the statesmen are playing in 1946 
has come Into the open with Russia s bid for the 
sympathy of German nationalists. A twist of the 
diplomatic wrist conveys to them the significant 
new* that the enemy tney feared most in World 
War ll is their potential friend in the attempt 
to re-establish themselvas in power. 
According to the rules of power politics, this 
imposes on other Allied statesmen (he obligation 
to outbid Russia for the sympathy of Europe a 
potentially-strongast military power. A nation 
whose mad-dog acts have teiiorized the woild 
twice in this century is beginning to see hope 
for another adventure in the machinations of the 
same kind of plottiug tnai produced two world 
wars. 
This is happening without the grace of an 
apology to millions of ordinary persons, citizens 
of many countries, whose wartime sacrifices were 
inspired by belief that German militarism could 
be destroyed forever. If anyone had dared to tell 
the Russians at Stalingrad, the British at Dun­ 
kerque, or the Americans in Normandy that they 
were risking and giving their lives so diplomats 
could match wits a few mouths* after Germany's 
defeat for Germany's resurrection, the lie would 
have been pinned in his teeth. 
Germany was to be destroyed as a 'military 
power, it had destroyed Its last chance of proba­ 
tion. Millions of dead and more millions of 
maimed marked the place where Germany was to 
be given permanent status as an enemy of human­ 
ity until a new generation could earn the right 
lo a pardon.

They are the 
symbols of the general deteriora­ 
tion among the peoples of Europe, 
the food shortages, the lack of 
popular support for the various 
governments, 
the 
resistance 
to 
super-imposed Ruslan-controlled of­ 
ficialdom and the deep despair and 
utter hoplessness of the people. 
Pogroms do not happen when hu­ 
man beings are happy. Pogroms 
are the end result of futility. They 
mark mass brutality as a reflex 
to mass 
misery. 
It always has 
been so. 
The real misfortune is that the 
United State* is so helpless, in 
spite of all its power and wealth, 
to do much to save the peopler 
of Europe. For the United States 
signed away Its right* at Moscow. 
Teheran. Yalta, San Francisco and 
other conferences, where, pursuing 
Mr. Roosevelt’s malicious “grand 
design", we are left without a 
card to play or a device to use. 
For all this there can be only 
one remedy. That remedy lies in a 
complete break with the Roose­ 
velt 
agreements.

States ought to take a flat and 
forthright stand that Yalta was 
wrong and that the earth and all 
that exista thereon was not creat­ 
ed for Soviet Russia.

qr'HE final report by the congressional commit- 
J tee which investigated 
the Dec. 
7, 
1941, 
disaster at Pearl Harbor 1b satisfactory, in the 
sense that it relieves Adm. Kimmel and Gen. 
8hort of sole responsibility. 
The report assigns to them blame only for mis­ 
takes of judgment, which were shared by their 
superiors in Washington. It absolves Franklin 
D. Roosevelt of all responsibility for the technical 
oversights and lapses that made Japan's success­ 
ful attack possible, but on that point history 
may agree that Mr. Roosevelt as commander-in- 
chief was responsible for certain personal deci­ 
sions which had more effect on events than his 
contemporaries can comprehend. 
It Is impossible to agree with those who criti­ 
cized the investigation as a waste of time. To be 
sure, politics was involved; It always is when 
politicians are involved. But tile investigation and 
its report, which now becomes the official docu­ 
ment on a great military disaster, have had a 
healthful effect. They have redressed the wrong 
done to Adm. Kimmel and Gen. Short by unload­ 
ing all the blame on them when the administra­ 
tion was looking for a goat. Every member ol 
the armed forces has been reminded that respon­ 
sibility for national security is continuous—-not 
something turned on and off. The people have 
learned how tenuous the orgauization of security 
can be when too much is lakeu for g ianted. The 
military services have learned some of their most 
dangerous shortcomings. The United States ss 
a whole haB been reminded by many points of 
testimony that the strength and wisdom which 
are the source of its confidence arc by uo meuns 
automatic, but may be destroyed by human fail­ 
ure. Whatever the Investigation was supposed to 
do. it has done these things to justify the time 
and cost that went Into it.

New York's Exclusive Colony Club 
and was its president for years. 
Woodrow Wilson appointed Mrs. 
Harriman the only woman mem­

Washington to live. 
She was official hostess for the 
Democratic convention in 1936 at 
Philadelphia. 
She Is said to have the straight­ 
est back in Washington. She told 
me once It wa* probably the result 
of early training given her by her 
British army officer father. 
As a child she had to walk with 
a book on her head for 30 min­ 
utes a day. 
She rides, golfs and enjoys fish­ 
ing. She has written two hooks.

•-pHE possibility that the Navy Department may 
underestimate the potency of atomic bombs 
after the Bikini tests is made more remote by 
an item of unauthenticated history. 
Twenty-five years ago, when the Navy tested 
the effect of ordinary bombs on fleet units after 
Brig. Gen. Billy Mitchell had claimed his Army 
airmen could sink anything afloat, its spokesmen 
were so sure of themselves that Secretary of 
Navy Danby is reputed to h a\e offered to stand 
on a battleship's bridge while Gen. Mitchell’s 
aviators did their worst. 
Fortunately, he didn't Insiit, The theoretically 
unsinkable German dreadnaught Ostfriesland was 
the prime target for the tests.

The seventh fell where the dread- 
naught had just sunk. 
The tests t6day are to determine whether one 
atomic bomb can sink not one ship but a whole 
fleet of ships—and Secretary of the Navy For- 
restal la not rumored to be willing to stand on 
any battleship bridges as a gesture of defiance. 
The Navy Department cannot be expected to 
scuttle itself out of terror of the new bomb, but 
there Is no indication that It lacks respect for 
the power of an explosion that might put a whole 
fleet out of commission In an instant.

BERLIN — Sharp diplomatic ex­ 
changee have slowed down but 
not hogged down quadripartite ma­ 
chinery which operates here daily 
In administering Germany and Ber­ 
lin. 
This is the Impression one gets 
talking to American representatives 
on four-power councils, committees 
and directorates. Among these men, 
who regularly get together with 
their Russian. British and French 
opposite numbers to work out laws, 
directives and orders, there are ex­ 
tremes in optimism and pessimism. 
While the ranks of pessimists 
have Increased, the fact remains 
that work still Is getting done, 
though it may take longer now for 
agreement on many things than it 
did a few months ago. 
The big headline-making disputes 
are at top level, among the for­ 
eign ministers and in the control 
council for Germany. These chief­ 
ly concern the peace treaties, fix­ 
ing of Germany'* western boundar­ 
ies. the administration of Germany 
as an economic whole and the es­ 
tablishment of central administra­ 
tive agencies for Germany. 
But even in this atmosphere of 
stalemate and dispute one finds 
optimists. One officer who sits in 
on all top council meetings express­ 
es such optimism. Although admit­ 
ting: "I’m in the minority, I know." 
he says: 
“I venture to say that the west­ 
ern 
boundaries 
question 
of 
the 
Ruhr 
and 
Rhineland 
on 
which 
France has been holding out will 
be settled in the next three or four 
months and then lots of those other 
Issues will evaporate. While this 
deadlock has lasted the Russians 
have been making political hay in 
their occupation zone and trying 
to do the same in other zones.

Family Upkeep 
L 
IFE begin* at 40 for the head 
of the average American fami­ 
ly. for at that age the drag on his 
pocketbook starts to taper off, ac­ 
cording to the statisticians of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Co. 
As the unit of measurement in 
their study of the responsibility 
of family heads, the statisticians 
adopted a so-called "adult consump­ 
tion unit", which is the amount 
spent each year for food, clothing, 
shelter, medical care, 
recreation 
and other items by an average 
adult male. 
At age 20. this average male is 
responsible for but one consump­ 
tion unit—his own—-but from that 
time to age 39 his responsibility 
mounts in a steep curve. With 
marriage, usually by age 27, he 
becomes responsible for two units, 
and as children are born, his re­ 
sponsibilities continue to increase. 
The child in its first year of life 
requires 69 per cent of one "adult 
consumption unit" for its needs; 
at 6 years this Increases to 77 per 
cent; at IO years to 85 per cent; 
and at 17, to 97 per cent. 
When the average family bead 
is 39, his responsibilities have in­ 
creased to a total of 3.75 consump­ 
tion units. After that age the curve 
of responsibility turns downward 
as one child after another reaches 
age IS and is assumed to become 
self-supporting, until at age 60, the 
average head of the family again is 
responsible for only the needs of 
hi* wife and fcimsalf.

Surprise Move By General 


Hints At Acceptance Of 


U. S. Plan On Reich

BERLIN, July 23—General Pierre 
Koenig, French military governor 
in occupied Germany, Monday an­ 
nounced the incorporation of 79 
Rfcineland districts, c o m p r i s i n g 
m ore than 600 square miles, into 
the Saar 'territo ry which France 
seeks to obtain. 
The news, a complete surprise 
to Allied authorities—and 
‘‘stun­ 
ning” to French governm ent offi­ 
cials. Paris dispatches said — was 
believed to be a possible prelimi­ 
nary to French acceptance of the 
United States plan to merge oc­ 
cupation sones for economic pur­ 
poses.

in the French-licensed Berlin new s­ 
paper Der Kurier and broadcast 
over the Russian-controlled Berlin 
radio.

‘TIPS’ GET LESS 
AS PRICES RISE 


Public Has Become Tighter 


Fisted With Handouts 


Br Tk* AinriilM Pr*M. 
NEW YORK. July 23—W alters, 
bellhops, bootblacks, hack drivers 
and other service workers who rely 
largely on tips to build up their 
Income say the postwar public is 
tighter fisted with Its handouts. 
Th# 
war-born 
spending 
spree 
turned up two-bit gratuities for a 
job which now nets only a dime. 
Officials of hotel and restaurant 
employees’ unions said persons who 
pay more for meals than during 
the w ar ar# taking out their re­ 
sentm ent on w aiters by tipping 
less. One union official estim ated 
a 20 per cent decline In tipping In 
middle-class restaurants. 
Barkeeps who Jovially give you 
a drink “on the house" merely are 
encouraging tips, said a spokes­ 
man for the bartenders' union. To 
discourage the free drink practice. 
th* bartenders have been granted 
wage increases. 
In many midtown hotels, bell­ 
hops lamented the passing of the 
w artim e high tip. On* character­ 
ised today's tipping as a parade of 
dimes. 
The passing of th* peak in tip­ 
ping also grieves the bootblacks. 
Typical was the case of a Grand 
Central bootblack who said tips 
which averaged $3 to 14 dally In 
wartime had declined to f l to $2. 
And the barbers are taking it 
on the chin while taking it off 
th# top. “ Price# go up. tips go 
down.” said a union official. 
But thing* aren't rough all over. 
In many high-class hostelries th* 
patrons keep laying It on th# line 
at wartime rates.

More Beer May Be In 


Offing For Country 


By Th* A«*»riat*d Pre**. 
WASHINGTON, July 
23— Pros­ 
pective record-smashing crops of 
co m and wheat raised the possibil­ 
ity of whiter bread, larger loaves 
And, perhaps, more beer, once the 
harv ests are in. 
At the sam e time the bumper 
crop outlook put pressure on gov­ 
ernm ent officials to decide soon 
w hether to resum e buying of grain 
for famine relief. 
An Agriculture D epartm ent offi­ 
cial close to policymaking told a 
reporter it is possible there may 
be some easing of dom estic re stric t 
tions on consumption of grains if 
the excellent crop prospects are re­ 
alized. 
P resent regulations: 
1.— Prevent 
flour millers from 
producing 
for 
dom estic 
demand 
more than 85 per cent of their 
1945 output. 
2.—Require extraction of SO per 
cent of wheat when flour is ground! 
instead of the normal 72. 
3.—Cut bread loaf weights by 
IO per cent. 
4.— Restrict the use of grain in 
the production of alcoholic bev­ 
erages. 
When the OPA died July I, the 
Agriculture D epartm ent immediate-' 
ly stopped purchasing m eat and 
w heat for foreign relief. 
The withdrawal was due in part . 
to tho desire not to add to de­ 
mand a t a time when there were 
no ceilings and in part to not know­ 
ing w hether foreign governments 
would pay the higher costs.
